United States Senate Carries 
Davis Amendment to Hay- 
Paunceforte Treaty. 



The London Press Expresses In- 
dignation at the Attitude 
Taken. 



Warning That Britain Will Not 
Allow Rights to Be Set 
Aside. 



London, Dec. 14. — In the House of 
Commons to-day, Mr. Henry Norman, 
Liberal member for South Wolverhamp- 
ton, will ask a series of questions with 
:i view of extracting the views of the 
government on the Nicaragua canal and 
cognate matters. The adoption by the 
United States senate of the Davis 
amendment to the Hay-Pauncefote 
treaty yesterday is evidently regarded 
as far too weighty a matter for hurried 
comment by the London morning jour- 
nals. Accordingly the Times and most 
of the other papers -will postpone until 
to-morrow their editorial treatment Of 
the question in its present phase. The 
Daily Chronicle, however, publishes a 
short note, in which it says: 

" The news is very serious indeed. It 
means, in a word, that the jingoes and 
Anglophones of the United States sen- 
ate have triumphed, and we are back 
again where wo were at the time of the 
Venezuela embrogllo and President 
Cleveland's insolent and provocative 
speech. The bettor feeling manifested 
during the Spanish- American war has 
been shaken by pro-Boer sympathy, and 
it is now swamped by self-interest. 

" The Americans intend to fortify the 
canal in spite of treaty engagement to 
the contrary. We cannot possibly stand 
by and allow the Clayton-ISuhvor treaty 
to be thus imperiously set aside. The 
good relations between the two coun- 
tries must of necessity be gravely men- 
aced. This is the outcome of McKin- 
ley's re-election. Worse could hardly 
have happened if Bryan had been re- 
turned." 

HAY-PAUNCEFOTE TREATY. 

Washington, Dec. 13.— In accordance 
with a previous agreement, the senate 
in executive session took a vote at .'5 
o'clock to-day on the amendment to the 
Hay-Pannccfote treaty authorizing the 
United States to defend its interests in 
the canal. The senate did not close its 
doors until 2 o'clock, and there was then 
left only one hour's time for the dis- 
cussion of the provisions of the amend- 
ment. The vote was taken by yeas and 
nays. Go votes being cast in favor of 
the amendment, nnd 17 against it. 



A PENSION FUND. 

Minister of Militia Will Introduce a 
Bill Next Session— Bakers' 
Boycott. 

Ottawa. Dec. 13.— (Special)— Hon. Dr. 
Borden will introduce a bill in the com- 
ing session to provide n pension fund for 
disabled Canadians who served in South 
Africa. 

The city bakers have instituted a boy- 
cott against those grocers who have cut 
the price of bread in order to draw the 
grocery trade. 

The Canadian postal corps is not miss- 
ing after all. Two are at Pretoria and 
'wo at Capetown. 



FORMALLY RATIFIED. 

Hank of Commerce Purchase of Bank 
of British Columbia Voted 
by Shareholders. 

Toronto, Dec. 13— At a special gen- 
eral meeting of the Canadian Bank of 
Commerce yesterday afternoon, the 
agreement for the purchase of the Bank 
Of British Columbia was formally rati- 
fied by a vote representing $3,071,000 
of the capital stock of the bank. George 
A Cox. president of Che Bank of Com- 
merce, in a brief speech approved of 
the transfer. B. E. Walker, general 
manager, and .T. H. Plummer. assistant 
general manager of the same institution, 
spoke in the highest terms of the man- 
agers and staff of the Bank of British 
Columbia, and said that in their opinion 
they will form a valuable addition to 
the staff of the Bank of Commerce. 
The quality of the business and assets 
of the Bank of British Columbia were 
reported to be of a most satisfactory 
nature.

CKSMSNALS 

f-: I RIFY PARIS 



Terrible State of Affairs Results 
From Closing of the Exhi- 
bition. 



Paris. Dec. 13.— The close of the expo- 
sition throwing thousands who were de- 
pendent upon it for a living into the 
streets, has created abnormal criminal 
conditions in Paris, and has directed at- 
tention to the dangerous state of affairs. 
The outlying quarters are infested by 
bands of footpads and hoodlums, who 
terrorize the residents. The papers are 
filled with accounts of their nightly ex- 
ploits. A gang of thieves recently held 
up a street car in a populous district 
and robbed the passengers; while an 
important electric car line serving the 
suburbs of St. Denis has refused to run 
its cars later than S o'clock in the even- 
ing on account of the danger, and it was 
announced to-day that the prefect of 
police had been directed to place a 
couple of policemen on each street car 
running in the suburbs after S:30 p. m., 
and that he had also been directed to 
create a special corps of picked men to 
be stationed in the dangerous wards, 
such as the ward where the severed 
body was recently discovered. More- 
over, in order to secure murder clues, 
the police for several nights have raided 
the disorderly districts, and have made 
large hauls of criminals wanted on other 
charges. A raid yesterday evening led 
to 347 arrests. In fairness it must be 
said that the present condition of crime 
is largely duo to the numbers of work- 
men, street hawkers and others who 
came to Paris attracted by the cxposi 
tion, nnd are now walking the streets, 
out of work. It is estimated by the 
statistician of the central labor bureau 
that in 25 trades, 212.000 out of 510,000 
are out of work. The officials of the 
prefecture of police calculate that 2,000 
sufferers from the close of the exposition 
have joined the criminal army.

Chancellor of Exchequer Says. 
No Unreasonable Demands 
Will Be Made. 



London, Dec. 13.— During the secontS 
reading of the War Loan bill, Sir Wtt- 
liam Vernyn Hurcourt to-day lengthily 
criticized the government's financial 
makeshifts. He said the ministers 
would have strenuous support in mak- 
ing the Transvaal share the cost of the- 
war, but the gold mines were the only 
source of revenue, and the attitude of 
mine-owners and capitalists was welD 
known. If the government wished to> 
obtain anything from the Transvaal 
towards the cost of the war, it would 
have to face .the "Kaffir circus" in 
South Africa and London, nnd it wouldS 
require all the courage of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, the Colonial Secre- 
tary, and all the integrity of parliament 
to cope with the matter. 

He contended that, judging from th» 
present prospects, the cost of British Tule 
in the Transvaal and Orange River Col- 
ony would be far greater than Boer rule 
had been. He estimated that Gen. Ba- 
den-Powell's police would cost £4,000,- 
000 a year, a sum equal to the last 
Transvaal budget. 

Mr. Timothy Healy, Irish Nationalist., 
asked how much of the new loan was 
to be floated in Wall Street. He addedr 
" When we have the unscrupulosity or 
Wall Street on top of us, we shall pay 
dearly for the small sum. saved the 
country in discount. The whole cost of" 
the war should be placed on the Trans- 
vaal." 

Sir Michael Hicks-Beach said thii3: 
possibly the new colonies could not Xtvntf 
any part of the cost of the war for at 
year or two after the war ended, hut 
he. had in mind the nature of develop- 
ment of the Transvaal's vast wealthy 
and had made the calling in of the vari- 
ous loans at such periods as would en- 
able the government to bear what bur- 
den might be imposed on the Transvaal* 
In any event, no unreasonable denianS 
would he made. Without express'inis it. 
final opinion, he thought that direct tax-^ 
ation of the profits of mines was a ques- 
tion deserving the most careful consid- 
eration. 

Mr. Broderick, secretary of state for 
war, announced that the policy of the 
war office was not to give commands to> 
some of those who had not succeeded; 
with commands in the field. The sup- 
plementary war loan and appropriation! 
bills were then passed to a second read- 
ing. . 

The correspondence relating to the? 
Anglo-German agreement has been laid 
before parliament. It reveals the fact 
that tho agreement is now tri-partites. 
Japan, who was invited to join, made- 
special inquiries of Germany and Great 
Britain concerning the agreement. 
Japan then replied that the Imperial 
government, having received assurances; 
from the contracting parties to the effect 
that, in adhering to the agreement ha 
question, they would be practically, ha 
relation to such agreement, in the same 
position they would have occupied if" 
they had been a" signatory instead of nn 
adhering state, does not hesitate form- 
ally to declare she will adhere to suela 
an agreement, and will accept the prin- 
ciples embodied therein. 

The assurances of Germany an3 
Great Britain alluded to are not givon. 
The replies of the other powers do not. 
differ from tho previous announcements.. 



EMPRESS HAS ACCEPTED. 

Shanghai Report That She Has Agreefl 
to Pence Conditions. 

London, Dec. 14. — Information haa> 
reached the Wu Cheng viceroy, whichi. 
says, according to the changhai corre- 
spondent of the Standard "that the Em- 
press Dowager has agreed to accept the- 
following peace conditions: 

" The early return of Emperor Kwang 
Hsu to Pekin; indemnity to the amount 
of £40,000,000; the right of each lega- 
tion to maintain a guard of 2,000 troops— 
and the appointment of a foreign ad- 
visor to each province of the empire.' f 

Director Gen. Sheng has received a tel- 
egram from Sian Fu, asserting that th& 
Empress Dowager is about to start tut 
Cheng Ti Fu, in the province of Sze.- 
Chuan. Li Hung Chang and Prince 
Ohing have received tho Empress Dow- 
ager's permission to take the imperial) 
seal from the forbidden palace and to use 
it in the negotiations.

Troops Sent to Pekin on a 
Quest For Buried Trea- 
sure. 



Placards in Hongkong Incite

Pekin, Dec. 13.— A few days ago the 
British troops were notified of the exist- 
ence of n large amount of treasure 20 
miles northwest. Col. Tullock and 100 
men left to-day to investigate. He re- 
quested, however, that 50 extra men be 
detailed. It is believed that a large 
amount, of gold and valuables were 
buried at that point by persons connect- 
ed with the Chinese court during the 
recent llight. The information regard- 
ing the treasure wan brought by a for- 
mer court official. 

Hongkong, Dec. 111. — The city was 
placarded to-day with statements incit- 
ing the iK'Ople and the members of the 
secret societies to unite and rise during 
the month of January and drive out all 
of the foreigners. Crowds gathered 
around the placards, but no actual out- 
break was reported. 

Reports have been received from Can- 
ton to the effect that Young Sung I'o, 
the reformer, has been horribly tortured. 
Though he was strung up by the thumbs 
and toes, he would confess nothing. 

Berlin, Dec. 13.— An official of the 
navy department has informed the rep- 
resentative of the Associated Tress that 
the German second-class cruisers 
Hertha, Hltnsn and Irene have escaped 
being frozen in at the Ttlku roads, and 
that all the other German warships are 
in ice-free harbors and waters. The 
official added that only the hospital ship 
Savoya and the transport Palatia were 
ice-bound at Taku. 



SECOND CONTINGENT. 

Sail From Capetown on the Steamship 
Koslyn Castle For Canada. 

Capetown, Dee. 1.'?.— Gen. Kitchener 
has cabled to the authorities of South 
Australia, asking that the wounded Im- 
perial Bushmen who are now convales- 
cent prepare to return to South Africa. 

Another contingent of Canadian troops 
started on their way home to-day Dll 
hoard the steamer Roslyn Castle. They 
.received an enthusiastic send-off.

Ottawa, Dec. 13.— It is pretty gener- 
ally understood by those in the confi- 
dence of the ministry that some provi- 
sion sviii be made for Canada's soldier 
lx>ys who have returned, and those who 
have yet to return, maimed for tho rest 
of their lives as a result of wounds re- 
ceived in battle, and others who have 
never fully recovered from the effects 
of enteric fever. The question is likely 
to be brought up and settled in the next 
parliament, 

Major FJurdmnn, of " D " Battery, 
writing to relatives here, says the second 
Canadian contingent sails from Cape- 
town to-day for Halifax. 

This explains the item sent out by the 
Associated Tress this morning, dated 
Capetown, stating that another Cana- 
dian contingent sailed by the Roslyn 
Castle to-day for England. 



TROUBLE AT McGIDL. 

Principal Teterson Threatens to Expel 
a Whole Class. 

Montreal, Dec. 13.— (Special)— If Prin- 
cipal Teterson of McOill University 
carries out a threat he made to second- 
year students in medicine, the whole class 
will be expelled from the university. 
The principal is vexed over the manner 
in which Prof. Macbride of the depart- 
ment of biology was treated by the class 
last week, and has demanded that the 
class as a whole apologize to the pro- 
fessor for its alleged misconduct. Fail- 
ing that, he intimated he would expel 
every student. 



AMNESTY BILL. 



First Paragraph Adopted by French 
Chamber of Deputies. 

Paris, Dec. 13. — In the chamber of 
deputies to-day the first paragraph of 
the amnesty bill, which dealt with cases 
arising oat of the Dreyfus affair, was 
adopted by a vote of 320 against 24-1.

Pleasing Performance Given at 
The Victoria Theatre Last 
Night. 



Despite the Fact That Two 
Leading Singers Missed 
The Boat. 



Frank Daniels is good; he is very good, 
This, however, is no news to those who 
six yours ago witnessed his "Little 
Puck." To these it was like renewing a 
pleasant acquaintance to see him last 
night at the Victoria theatre in his new 
comic opera success, "The Ameer," 
music by Victor Herbert anil book, 
which, by tho -way, i.s replete with pretty 
lyrics, by Kirk La Shelle and Frederick 
Rankin. 

Not only is "The Ameer" a most melo- 
dious opera production, but it 
is also among the funniest, 
that travels. Daniels is the 
Ameer, u hungry ruler of Afghanis- 
tan, who, fearing poison, does not eat, 
and from the moment he tells his trou- 
bles, in a funny recitative comic song, 
i.u which ho says, "And I would die for 
a piece of pie," etc. — a song written for 
the librettists by Paul West, a New 
York newspaper mau — he bad the audi- 
ence with him. He grew on them, and 
the laughs were louder. net the perform- 
ance went nil. By the time the third 
act closed, the audience were longing 
lor a fourth, and would have waited un- 
til alter midnight for a fifth. Those pres- 
ent thoroughly enjoyed it. and the the- 
atre resounded with uproarious laugh- 
ter. Frank Daniels brought ninny now 
jokes with, him, too, and unloaded quite 
a cargo. 

Tho audience prohably imagined that, 
Helen Redmond was weak in her .part, 
and the Rnme would perhaps be thought 
of Kate Uart, hut those talented ladies 
will not mind. for. as a matter of fact, 
they did not appear. Misses Redmond 
ami Uart (slept too long at the Rnnier- 
Ornnd lintel, in Seattle, yesterday morn- 
ing, for in a telegram sent over by them 
Inst night they expressed regret and 
put the blame on the hotel clerk for not, 
having called them in time to catch tho 
boat. Miss Mao Edmonds, who would 
have had a role with an "All hail" prom- 
inence in the UMtinl course, sang Miss 
Redmond's part very well, under the cir- 
cumstances, and took the -several solos 
in a capable manner, Miss Hart's part 
also was acceptably handled by Miss 
Corliss, one of the chorus ladies. Misa 
IOmmons' regular role nlso fell to one oj 
the ladies of the chorus. The two tn!- 
ented sinners, who missed the boat, will 
come over by the steamer Utopia this 
morning, anil will appear to-night. 

Tho vivacious soubrctte. Miss Norma 
Kopp. had tilings all Iter own way in as 
far as the feminine roles were concerned 
last night. She is a prettv girl and singe 
a pretty song — "The Poster Girl"— 
which will no doubt become popular. 
Among the men with Mr. Daniels nrr, 
Owen Westfonl. Rhys Thomas, Will 
Dnnaforth. William Corliss. John Wheel- 
er and Sinclair Nash, and he is well 
supported with such men about him. As 
Blnck •Tak. lender of the brigands, Will 
Dan forth presented a picture of stagn 
ferocity of appearance and action which 
was wholly delightful. "Corliss, as the 
Court .1 ester, says somethings which tire 
venerable — hut this is an adjunct to his 
character. Rhys Thomas, who has a 
sweet tvnor voice, singn the British cap- 
Iain's part — he enn hardly be said, 
though, to act. Owen West ford is cap- 
ital in the role of the Lord Chamberlain, 

Daniels leads, and the others, chorus, 
too, keep nil a lively pace, and one has to 
pay close attention to keep up with the 
running. Of the twenty chorus girls, 
every one is young — that is, for chorus, 
girls — and shapely, and far from dull. 
The mule division, too, is effective, and 
pleased more especially in the mala 
chorus in the second act. 

The plot of "The Ameer" is sufficient 
fur a comic opera, but it could hardly ho 
told nnd be appreciated away from the 
elaborate settings. It would not be ap 
predated without the great fun-maker's 
drollery; with that left out, it would be 
like an oyster stew, without oysters. 
His make-ups were not only novel, but 
ludicrously droll. The stage settings, too, 
were most elaborate, and the costunu 
among tho test. The settings of tho 
garden of tire palace, on which the cur 
tain rises, with its beautiful scenic back 
ground, was indeed good, and the tropi 
eal forests of the brigand's stronghold 
where the second act takes place, was 
equally good, hut the gorgeous Ameer's 
palace, where the third act occurs, was 
excellent, so much so, that the audience 
applauded it, when the curtain went up. 
The showy red and green of the chorur 
was most pretty. In this -or there is a 
gorgeous operatic enke-walk, and a suc- 
cession of the brightest kind if mirth. 

The performance was excellent, but 
of the intermissions, between the acts, 
to quote the of t-re[iealed lines of the 
libretto, "wouldn't that keep you wait- 
ing?" It certainly would. 

The performance will be repeated to- 
night.

COAST TO KOOTEXAY. 

In connection with the railway nows 
..published in yesterday's Colonist, a no- 
Sice now published in the Gazette of ap- 
lication for a charter is of special in- 
Serest. It is for a railway beginning at 
Vancouver, running thence to New 
Westminster; thence following the south 
EjjuiIc of the Frnser to Iiope; thence to 
ihe headwaters of the Coldwater, a 
•tributary of the Nicola; thence to Prince- 
ton; thence to Keremeos; thence to Oso- 
.yoos Lake; thence to Midway, and 
4hence to Grand Forks. There will he 
a. branch down. the Coldwatcr to Nicola 
E/dke. The approximate length of the 
:S>i-oposed line will be as follows: Van- 
couver to Cold water Junction, 132 miles; 
rsi Nicola Lake, 105 miles; to Princeton, 
17-1 miles; to Grand Forks, 207 miles. 
These distances are taken from the pro- 
vincial maps, with a 10 per cent, allow- 
ance for curvature. The railway to be 
built in pursuance of the by-law adopted 
by the citizens may form a western ex- 
tension of the line, and to get the dis- 
tance to Victoria from the points men- 
tioned, we must add 70 miles to tho 
above figures. We suppose that if tho 
railway from the Coast to Kootenay i:; 
built under the existing federal charter 
to tho Victoria, Vancouver & Eastern 
•company, tho mileage will be the same, 
~ns it is to be presumed the same route 
"ivill be followed. We have information 
which satisfies us that the promoters of 
of the line, of which notice is given in 
the Gazette, are fully able financially to 
carry out the project. There is also no 
doubt as to the ability of Messrs. Mac- 
kenzie, Mann & Co. to build the V. V. 
.& 10., if they have determined to do so. 
r Xlie financial strength of the Great 
Northern is also beyond a question. If 
•tlioso interests combine, the work, 
though by no menus a light undertaking, 
will be carried tbDBgh with ease.

INSURANCE IN CANADA. 

Tho Report on Insurance for the year 
■18!).') has been Teccived. From it we 
• gather that during the year the amount 
,pai(! out for losses by fire amounted to 
:^,1S2,03S, and the amount received for, 
'premiums was $7,910,492. The losses 
and receipts were thus divided between 
the Canadian, British and American 
.•companies as follows: 

Losses. Premiums. 

'Canadian $ (S7.101 -JSi;i83.739 

British ... ..3,807,212 5,652,228 

.American .... 077,723 1,074,523 
The British percentage of loss is the. 
"Siighest, the American next, and the Can- 
adian third. It is interesting to loam 
that in thirty years the amount of fira 
■Jiossos paid in Canada" was $101,0:18,048, 
stud the amount of premiums collected 
v.-as .'i;i48,401„ r )94, which gives a net pro- 
fit of more than a million and a half a 

i 



year. In one year only did the losses 
exceed the premiums, namely, iu 3JS77, 
when they were two and a quarter times 
us much. The extreme loss of that year, 
when the figures reached the maximum 
in the records of Canadian insurance, 
namely, $8,490,919, was due to the great 
lire in St. John. 

In 1S99 tire insurance to the follow- 
ing amounts was written: By Can- 
adian companies, $1:10,009,19"), at an 
averago premium of 1.27 per cent.; by 
British companies, $. r j24,9S0,342, at an 
average of 1.22 per cent; by American 
companies, $100,257,501, at an average 
of 1.22 per cent; the total being $750,- 
257,098, and the average premium Icing 
1.23 per cent. The average rate of in- 
surance is lower than it has been at any 
time since 1S95. It is to be noted thav 
thd percentage of loss, as compared with 
premiums is lower in Canada than in 
the rest of the world, taken as a whole, 
which means that the Dominion is 
among the best fields for fire insurance 
companies. 

Inland Navigation insurance showed 
premiums collected during the year to 
have amounted to $519,854, ami the loss- 
es to have reached $400,359. The fig- 
ures for Ocean Marine insurance were, 
premiums, $450,783; losses, $301,334. 

In Life Insurance we are brought in- 
to contact with large sums. The amount 
written during the year was $07,400,733, 
an increase of oyer twelve millions over 
the previous year, which seems to show 
that in good times people insure their 
lives freely. The Canadian companies 
had the most of the business, their shnr 
being $42,138,128, as against $3,748,12' 
by the British .companies, ami $21,514,- 
478 by the American companies. The 
life insurance outstanding when the 
statements were made up amounted to 
8404,170,873, of which $252,201,71(1 was 
held by Canadian companies, $38,025,- 
948 by the British companies, and $113, 
843,209 by the American companies, Th 
Canadian companies are increasing their 
business three times as fast as the Am- 
erican companies, and seventeen times as 
fnst us the British companies. The 
amount of the policies which fell duo 
during the year was $7,520,150, while 
the amount terminated by surrender or 
lapse was $27,S08,707, which shows the 
truth of the statement that a very large 
share of the profits of life insurance com- 
panies comes from payment of policies 
which never do their holder any good. 

The number of lives covered by poli- 
cies during the year was 447,377, and 
there were 4,502 deaths, showing a 
death rate among insured persons of 
10.197 per cent. These deaths called for 
the payment of $4,004,410. Out of every 
$100 received in premiums, there was 
paid to policy holders in one form or an- 
other, $53.01, leaving $40.99 to go for 
reserve, expenses and profits, which 
shows life insurance to be a very good 
line of busiuess indeed. During tho last 
twenty years the policy holders have re- 
ceived 53.04 per cent, of the amount 
paid in by them in premiums. The Can- 
adian companies, other than assessment 
companies, bad in 1S99, the following in- 
come: Premiums, $9,250,370, interest, 
etc., $2,202,132; total, $11,45S,702. Their 
payments were as follows: To policy 
holders, $3,801,089; for expenses, $2,- 
010,951; in dividends to stockholders. 
$88,510, making a total outlay of $0.- 
500,550. Canadian life companies are 
doing business in almost every part of 
the world. 

The assessment companies did a good 
deal of business, the amount of policies 
taken out (luring the year having been 
$11,022,000, which is a decrease of 
nearly $5,000,000 from the prt-vious 
year." There were $129,805,877 in- 
volved in the polic ies in force when the 
returns were made up. The sum of 
$1,040,000 was made iu losses by these 
companies during the year, and policies 
to the amount of $13,739,500 were either 
surrendered or allowed to lapse. Tho 
receipts from members were $1,050,802. 

The accident insurance written in Can- 
ada during the year amounted to 
$109,740,785, on which $000,989 were 
paid in premiums, the losses being 
$301,258, not including unsettled claims 
amounting to $73,320. 

The guarantee insurance . outstanding 
during the year amounted to $21 ,332, I'D-!, 
on which $92,20-1 were received in pre- 
miums, the amount paid for losses being 
$25,117, with $9,904 in process of adjust- 
ment. 

Plate-glass insurance resulted in the 
payment of $09,-115 in premiums, and in 
losses of $30,018. 

There is one company which insures 
against burglary. It' lias outstanding 
2,145 policies, in which $2,219,500 are 
involved. It collected $19,400 in pre- 
miums and paid out $5,548 in losses.

Report of the Head Master For 
Term and of the Examin- 



Tbe closing exercises of the Collegiuto 
school were hold in the schoolroom lttt-rt 
evening. A thoroughly representative 
gathering o£ the people attended, among 
those present being the Bishop oi Co- 
lumbia and Miss Perrin, Mr. .Justice and 
Mrs. Martin, Dr. and Mr«.

•free from any cases of Illness whatever. 
Our examiners this term have been Rev. 
H. H. Gowen, of Seattle; the Kev, W. D. 
.Barber, M.A., rural dean, and Mr. A. J. 
Varlsh, M.A., R.N., naval Instructor of H. 
M. S. Warsplte, to all of whom we ftr& 
jnuch Indebted for their valuable asslst- 
rDce. 

Your Lordship h*3 given us an entrance 
peholarsliip Tor the fifth, year, which will 
bo competed for, all being wdl on the first 
day of the Easter term, .tan. 27, 1001. En- 
tries for this will be received by me tip to 
the morning of the examination. 

■Your Lordship has also given us two div- 
inity prizes, the lion. Mr. Justice Martin 
an arithmetic prize for the third year, Mr. 
15. it. Seabrook has supplemented his hand- 
some prize at the athleti? sports In June, 
tout by giving us n recitation prize and n 
boarders' prize, and Bishop Dart, of Nfew 
Westminster, whose two sons nre at th'j 
school, has Elyen a moral conduct, prize 
*or the lower school, and the Me-^sjps, yiln- 
ben one for the best map In, \tn< school. 
His Honor the Lleutenant-QovWnor, whose 
absence through Illness we s 51 deplore this 
evening, has shown, his raterest in the 
■school by donating a ia*ral conduct prize 
tnr the uppo.c school. 

I nm pleased to report a sound moral tone 
Mirouj>hout the school, and that the dls- 
tipllne Is thoroughly good. 

Thoroughness Is our aim, and the fact 
that we have hoys from Honolulu the 
Sound cities and distant points of Brltlsn 
Columbia, testifies to our being known be- 
»nd Victoria. 

This term's prizes have been gained as 
follows: The scholarship open to the whole 
(school, has been gained by Tatton, In Form 
VI., with an average of 70.8, closely fol- 
lowed by Holden, In the upper second form, 
with 70.4. I sincerely congratulate Holden, 
a hoy of 11 years of age, competing so 
closely with a boy of 17. 

Form VI prive lias been gained by Pat- 
ion; Form V by Cornwall, Form IV by New- 
combe 1; Form III by Houghton; upper 
second by Holden; lower second by Drake; 
Form I by Stoddart. 

Divinity prize for the upper school has 
fallen to Dnrt I, and In the lower school to 
Bendrodt. The arithmetic prize has been 
gained by Newcombe I, with 85 per cent., 
Wilmot being second with SO. The map 
prizes are awarded to Dart II for the upper 
school, and Houghton for the lower school, 
Pitts I being awarded an extra prize for 
his painstaking map of China. The moral 
conduct prize for the upper school has been 
gained by Kay; that for the lower school 
to Benson. The boarders prize has fallen to 
Kerfoot, and the music prize, presented by 
Miss Archbutt, to Dart II. The recitation 
prizes have been gained by Geoffrey Army- 
tage and Campbell.

The results as a whole nre satisfactory, 
showing systematic and methodlcnl teaching 
The genera! percentage Is above the aver- 
age. I especially commend Armytage and 
Houghton for high average of marking. 

A thorough grounding In English being an 
essential of modern education, so far ns 
my observation goes, I can testify to the 
standard of excellence which the Collegiate 
school has reached In these subjects.

The mathematical examiner's report is 
as follows: 

Esqulmalt, Dec. It 1000. 
Dear Mr. Lalng:— In accordance with j-our 
request, I have examined the boys of the 
Collegiate school In mathematics. I enclose 
the marks gained by the boys In the follow- 
ing papers, namely, arithmetic, algebra, and 
Euclid. 

Arithmetic— The whole school took the 
came arithmetic paper, and with three or 
four exceptions, It was well done. Button 
obta'ned full marks; Wilmot, Dnrt I, 
Houghton, Leiser and Newcombe I gained 
over 00 per cent., which Is n very creditable 
performance. 10 out of 34 boys examined 
obtained over 50 per cent. 

Algebra.— The boys were examined In this 
subject in three divisions, a separate paper 
being given to. each division. In Division I 
Wilmot did a very good paper, and obtained 
70 per cent. The rest did fairly well, and 
averaged about half marks, though lu this 
division there seemed rather a weakness 
In the definitions of the subject. 

In Division II a very good knowledge of 
the Sl'hject was "shown, the division only 
contains six boys and only one boy failed 
to get over 00 per cent. Bell and Pnttou 
both obtained full mnrks. Leiser, John- 
son, Tod I Obtained over DO per cent. 

In Division III Houghton Obtn<-, H f„n 
mnrks, and Kerfoot Is onl^ one mark bc- 
I hl.id him, while Dart II and Newcombe I 
obtained over 00 per cent, 
i Euclid.— Tl»> boys wore examined in this 
j subject In three divisions, a separate paper 
being s<v t to each division. 

In Division I Tntton Is first with 00 per 
rent., Hart t and Potts obtained over 50 
Per. cent 

Perhaps the paper may have been a little 
long for the time at their disposal, but 
there were very few attempts at the riders: 
the propositions, however, were carefully 
> and well done. 

I In Division II Leiser is first, with 00 per 
I cent., and Campbell obtains over half marks 
In Division III Kerfoot obtains 83 per 
I coiii^ Johnson and ^it'weombe I. the only 
other two taking up Euclid In this division, 
over 50 per cent. 

On the whole, the style in which the 
papers were done shows that there has 
j been careful and sound Instruction.

Dear Mr. Laing: — I enclose herewith the 
1 list of marks obtained by the boys of the 
j Collegiate school In the recent Christmas 
1 examinations, and I feel that I sincerely 
congratulate you on the results arrived at. 
The subjects all show signs of having b'ien 
very carefully taught, and the average of 
marks obtained Is encouragingly high. 

According to the showing of the actual 
figures,* Holden comes out with the best 
average In the whole school, so far as my 
examination goes, having obtalnel 70 per 
cent, of the total possible, but as I have 
only examined him In live subjects as com- 
pared with eight given in the other forms, 
I fed it would hardly be fair to prefer 
him to Patton who In eight subjects, comes 
out with an average of 75 per cent. I 
therefore adjudge to him the highest honor 
of the examination just concluded. Not 
fill- behind Patton comes Potts of Form V, 
with an average of 74, and Houghton In 
Form III has done exceedingly well, with 
an average of 00. The highest average in 
Form IV has been obtained by Johnson, 
with 05. Of the Individual subjects, I 
would like to say that all the Greek papers 
are exceedingly good, Patton ami Dart T 
running each other close for the highest 
marks. 

! In Latin, Hnnlngton's was the bos; pnper 
I In the school, and deserves special mention, 
j The best Freuch papers were done by Wi'. 
i mot and Houghton. Divinity produced good 
( papers In every form, Dnrt I, Potts, Ker- 
j foot, Houghton and Holden deserving spe- 
cial mention, 
j The English history paper of Newcombe 
I comes near to gaining full marks, while 
Tntton and Potts did almost equally well. 

The geography was good all through, 
finding Its best expression In the papers 
of Wilmot, Potts, Newcombe II and Ho'- 
den. 

In general knowledge, Potts easily out- 
distanced all competitors. The essay work 
shows some good compositions, with resuUs 
ns follows: 

Form VI.— Dart I 1st, nnnlngton 2nd. 
Form V.— Potts 1st, Dorrell 2nd. Form IV. 
—Armytage 1st, Kerfoot 2nd. Form III.— 
Houghton 1st, Pitts I 2nd. 

The best essay on the whole Is that by 
Potts. Reviewing the papers as a whole, 
I am able to express my general apprecia- 
tion, of the work shown. Spelling and 
writing were not always up to the mark, 
I he questions are not always undorstood, 
and there were many glenms of the uncon- 
scious humor of the schoolboy In the an- 
swers given, such i.s the Idea that Mnunday 
Thursday was so called from the mourning 
which followed the execution of Charles I, 
or tlint the father and mother of St. John 
were Mr. and Mrs. Zedehee, but these nre 
things alwnyg to be expected. 



The amount of solid work exhibited coun- 
terbalances all defects, and has made the 
task of an examiner n very pleasant one. 

In conclusion, I would eay rhat you and 
your colleagues are to be heartily congrat- 
ulated ou the work accomplished during the 
past term.

Additions to the Already Large 
Plant of the Victoria Lum- 
ber Company. 



Planing Mills and Drying Kilns 
»*»To Ship Lumber By 
Rail. 



In connection with the proposed exten- 
sions of the big lumber mill at Che- 
mainus, Mr. E. J. Palmer, who arrived 
down from that point yesterday, states 
that the additions contemplated are 
chiefly such as will be necessary for the 
preparation of the shipments by rail that 
his company expects to make next year. 
In that branch of the trade, in addition 
to the occasional orders of big timber 
dimensions, a great deal of lumber is re- 
quired. All this in its various sizes of 
board stuffs must be kiln-dried, single 
or double 1 surfaced, and often jointed 
to the various uses and styles required 
for house-building and the many other 
orders of a lumber yard. 

To do this it is proposed to erect throe 
large kilns each with a capacity of 
20,000 feet; also to put in the planing 
and sizing machinery, as well as a 
shingle mill plant. The handling of the 
stock further necessitates the erection of 
warehouse room, and by springtime the 
company will have three big buildings, 
(10x120 each in size, ready for that pur- 
pose". 

These various additions will make a 
great difference in the appearance of 
the mill town of Chemainus. The old 
stables, stores, hotel and other buildings 
being in the way of the improvements, 
must be removed, nnd large additions 
made to the wharfage front, as well as 
a slip constructed for the transfer 
barge by which the cars are to he 
shipped over to the Mainland. A rail- 
way spur will also lie put into Horse- 
shoe Bay, connecting the mills with the 
E. & N. railway system. All this will 
entail a good deal of work, most of 
which will be done by the company 
directly; and, while the cost is not yet 
definitely state*!, it cannot fall much 
below $100,000. 

This project means a great deal to 
Vancouver Island. Hitherto the great 
lumber market of the Canadian North- 
west has been in the undisturbed posses- 
sion of the mills of Burrard Inlet and 
the Eraser rive.-. Now, however, the 
superior timber of the Island will flow 
in that direction, through the enterprise 
of this big company; and the fact that 
the trade is of such a sort as requires 
the expending of more labor upon the 
output is not the least of the many ad- 
vantages of their contemplated stretch- 
ing out. 

Just at present the mill company is 
adding a now and much enlarged engine 
plant to its establishment that will be 
able to supply sufiloicnt power not only 
for the present enlargements, but for 
any others that the new trade may be 
found to authorize.

"Bill Nye" Loses His Bank Book 
But Saves His Thou- 
sands.

The large wooden building on Hum- 
boldt street, made up of three tiers, con- 
taining twenty-eight cabins, in which 
lived 'longshoremen, laborers and other 
cabin men, was the scene of a well at- 
tended fire yesterday. There were fully 
two thousand spectators on the bridge, 
and on the galleries on the opposite side 
of the street. The origin of the lire is 
a mystery. According, to those on the 
scene when it started, it began in n 
cabin at the extreme end of the second 
tier on the went side. This cabin, which 
is occupied by two white cabin men, was 
locked up at the time the lire began, as 
far as could be learned, the lessees be- 
ing absent. IIow it originated none could 
sny. 

It was about 3:15 when the fire start- 
ed. "Bill Nye," that picturesque 'long- 
shoreman, who in far better known by 
that sobriquet than by Thos. Chaplain, 
his seldom-used name, was sitting in his 
cabin, directly above that in which the 
lire started, when he noticed smoke com- 
ing up from the enbin below. Not long 
after that, Bill Nye was obliged to fly 
from his cabin, which i« on the second 
lloor, ut the extreme end, by flames 
which burst through the floor. An alarm 
was turned in, and soon the firemen 
were on the spot, and had a stream, 
Hiich as it was. playing on the fire. By 
then a cloud of smoke, from which big 
flames leapt, was being driven from the 
end of the building before the high wind 
then prevailing, fortunately, away from 
the building. Had it been blowing tho 
reverse direction, the whole building, in 
all probability, would have gone. The 
water supply was very poor, owing to 
some accident to the main, it was said. 
The two streams from Cue hydrants had 
no more than fourteen pounds pressure. 
An engine was placed at work on the 
corner of Humboldt and Douglas streets, 
and this gave more pressure, and the, 
two chemicals from Victoria West and 
the station on upper Yates street were 
on hand. Those greatly aided in fight- 
ing tlie lire. The firemen worked well, 
and by dint or hard irfbor. kept the fire 
well to the end of tlie building. Tt, how- 
ever, managed to get alone between the 
roof and kept the axe men busy. Tin; 
end cabins were completely wrecked. 
Some of the occupants saved their 
blankets and some of their goods, but 
others lost some and a few alMheir ef- 
fects. 

'file building in but one story on the 
Humboldt street elevation. and runs 
down step by step until there are three 
and some room to spare at the Bay front- 
age. Stored there are a ileet of fishing 
boats of the Japanese, but those were 
not injured, the Japs having cast them 
loose from their moorings nnd poled 
them out to safety. The Japs have the 
lower cabins. 

It was in tlie second cabin nt tho ex- 
treme end that the fire started, and it 
spread through to the two above it. and 
to the others on the upper side of th" 
building, the cabins being in two rows. 
The cabins adjoining were aiso badly 
wrecked, being burned and cut up by fire- 
men in making avenues to the fire. The 
loss will not be more than $150, fully 
covered by insurance. So far as the 
building is concerned, there being :» 
policy for $1,000 in the Guardian Fire 
Assurance Company, of which Messrs. 
Turner, Beeton & Company are tho 
agents. 

Among those who have been burned 
out are many well known to the water- 
front. Prominent among them are 
"P.ill Nye"— the long-haired, gaunt man, 
with the eternal waterproof; "Rock 
Hammer Billy," Mike McHltgh and 
"Old Man" Murray. These had the 
cabins which were destroyed, Some be- 
ing absent, .lost their gear, and others 
being present managed to get some of 
their goods out before the flames drove 
them out. 

"Hill Nye," who, although a picture of 
abject poverty, is the wealthiest of all 
the cabin men, was more perturbed by 
the loss of his hank book than any- 
thing else, and was eagerly asking if 
the bank would pay him without tho 
book. He managed to get his bags of 
silver and coin, which he kept in tho 
cabin, safely away. This money bo 
keeps in long cotton bags, tied with 
shoe laces or string, and ho had one of 
these hags in every pocket when he ran 
from the burning cabin. He says he 
lost a large collection of postage stamjis 
nnd n number of valuable curios, as well 
is much of his goat. His losses will bo 
heavier than any of the others, for bo 
was, it anything, a miser, while the 
others who suffered usually think it a 
long while between pay days, and havo 
little property nt the end of the week 
other than a roll of blankets and a :!ew, 
days' provisions. 

Thos. Chaplain, otherwise "Bill Nye," 
nnd sometimes "Tom Snooks," is n 
character. He has property in London, 
Eng., and Australia, and, according to 
those who should know, it is said that lu- 
1ms over ten thousand dollars in cash.

He usually carries a thousand dollars 
or more on his person.

HELLO ! NANAIMO. 

Investigation Proceeding For Telephone 
Line Between Victoria and tho 
Coal City. 

Nanaimo, Pec. 13. — Mr. Potter, one of 
the experts connected with the New 
Westminster & Burrard Inlet Telephone 
Company, is making a thorough exam- 
ination of this neighborhood, with a 
view to ascertaining whether the pro- 
jected telephonic communication be- 
tween Victoria and Nanaimo is feasible. 
Mr. Potter is a judge of routes, and 
upon bis findings will largely depend the 
building of the proposed trunk line to 
the Capital. The company want to con- 
struct such a line if the cost will not lie 
too excessive; but it is feared by 
those who have some knowledge of 
such affairs that the difficulties are too 
many and great just yet. It lias long 
been the desire of the company to con- 
nect Vancouver Island with the Main- 
land, but the obstacle of distance inter- 
venes to spoil it. It has yet to be 
demonstrated successfully that sound 
can be transmitted intelligibly for a 
greater distance than 20 miles under 
water. It is true that under favorable 
conditions sound has been transmitted 
over 100 miles in this province — that is. 
from Vnncouver to Spokane. The re- 
port of the expert on this matter will be 
awaited with some interest, and not a 
little hope,

SOCIETIES' WAItD. 

Proposal of the Federated Board to Be 
Laid Before Podge Members. 

Considerable interest is manifested by 
the members of the various lodges in the 
meeting to be held at the A. O. U. W. 
hall Sunday afternoon next. The ex- 
tension of co-operative privileges ar- 
ranged by the federated board, as fur as 
hospital accommodation is concerned, 
has been favorably received among the 
societies — so much so that applications 
for co-operation are being made by 
lodges outside the federation. The plans 
of the federated board, briefly speaking, 
provide for the erection of a wing to the 
Jubilee hospital, to be utilized and 
known ns the Society Ward, containing 
some 15 or IS bed?, divided into private 
rooms and semi-ward. The cost of 
erection is estimated at about $7,000, 
half of which amount tlie societies are 
asked to contribute. It is estimated 
that there are over 2,200 society mem- 
bers in the city. The federated board 
anticipate that 1,000 at least will avail 
themselves of the opportunity, and sug- 
gest a contribution of 25 cents per 
month by each member for a period of 
12, or 14 months, until the amount 
requisite has been subscribed. A main- 
tenance contribution after the erection 
of the ward of 10 cents monthly will 
enable the subscriber to obtain hospital 
accommodation without any further 
charge; it being understood, however, 
that this does not apply to physicians' 
services obtained from other than those 
supplied by the lodges. In the absence 
of any information showing the number 
of lodge members treated in the hospi- 
tal during the past four or five years, it 
is the intention to try the maintenance 
contribution for a period of three or five 
years, until an average of attendance 
can be arrived at, and tlie scale adjusted 
accordingly. As an offset to any pos- 
sible loss by the hospital, the directors 
are empowered to make use of tho beds 
when not otherwise engaged; sufficient, 
however, being kept in reserve to meet 
any emergency. It has been suggested 
to the federated board by members out- 
side of the city that the privilege of 
subscribing to hospital privileges be ex- 
tended to lodges throughout the prov- 
ince. The Jubilee offering many ad- 
vantages, many would — especially in the 
smaller localities— gladly welcome the 
opportunities offered. This, they con- 
tend, would make Victoria the saiii- 
toriuin of the province; the climate 
being nil that can be desired, would 
afford rest and change to their members. 
The question is well worth taking up, 
and would, if successful, lessen the 
amount required of city members. 

In addition to hospital matters, a re- 
sumo of the work done by the board 
will be presented; and, if time permits, 
several other questions of great interest 
to lodge members will be taken up. 
The meeting will be open to all lodges 
in the city (male and female), and to 
the lady relatives of the members, tlie 
chair being taken at. 2:30 p. m. It is 
earnestly desired that the charter mem- 
bers of the various lodges be in attend- 
ance.
